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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kogure 
et al. (US 6734589 B2). 

Regarding claims 1 and 31, Kogure et al. disclose an electric motor comprising a 
motor housing (3), a rotor (1 1 ) arranged in the motor housing so as to be rotatable and 
a brush holder support (15) arranged in the motor housing, wherein the electric motor 
being provided with a power supply unit comprising a brush holder support with brushes 
arranged in it and interacting with the commutator (13), the power supply unit (19-21) 
comprising an electronics housing formed by the brush holder support and a protective 
cover (3) connected to it, the electronics housing sealing an electronic circuit (col. 2, 
lines 47- 48) module arranged in an interior thereof in a functionally reliable manner in 
relation to the surroundings. 

Regarding claims 2-30 and 32-34 (see figures 1-6), it is noted that Kogure et al. 
disclose all the claimed features as recited.
